Speaking of the TRS-80, I Jpticed recently that the TRS-80' s Level I 
4K RAM chips are the same^s used in the Bally. As I'm sure you know, 
progressing to Level II 16K in the TRS-80 is a matter of switching the 
two different memory chips, and then changing the address lines with 
new DIP shunts. Do you know if anyone has ever investigated this 
possibility with the Bally? I'm sure it would involve at the minimum 
some cutting and jumpering of traces, but if possible, it would seem 
to be a relatively expeditious route to expanded memory. If one of 
the hardware types has already investigated this and found it lacking, 
then please disregard - still, it would be nice if it could be that 
easy, barring that, I'm also interested in the Project 4 4K addition, 
the Project 1 addition, or anything else that makes the Bally more 
useable.
